Suddenly, as an officer re­ 
called later, “All hell broke 
loose.” 
The officers ducked for cover 
as bullets shattered windows 
and tiles. 
For an hour the firing contin­ 
ued. broken at times by periods 
jf silence, as about 50 officers 
tiptoed through the darkness 
trying to find the source of the 
gunfire. 
A single man was finally cap- 
ured early Monday. Police 
said he told them he wanted to 
x>mmit suicide. 
“I was not trying to hit any- 
>ody,” police quoted Michael 
Irani. 25. as saying. “I just 
van ted to die.” 
Hit in the legs and hand by 
;hotgun pellets. Grant was 
rea.ted at a hospital and then 
ransferred to the county hospi- 
al jail ward, where he was 
woked for investigation of as- 
ia.ult with a deadly weapon.

Newsmen in Philippines 
Petition Supreme Court 


MANILA (AP) — Newsmen 
detained under the Philippines’ 
martial 
law 
administration 
have petitioned the Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus, their lawyer said Monday. 
Attorney Joker Arroyo said 
he had filed the petition despite 
President Ferdinand E. Mar­ 
cos’ announcement on tele­ 
vision Saturday that the Su­ 
preme Court can rule only on 
criminal and civil cases and 
not on petitions from persons 
arrested under martial law pro­ 
claimed Friday. 
The Supreme Court had is­ 
sued a writ requiring the De­ 
fense Department and the 
armed forces to file an answer 
to the petition Tuesday. 
The petitioners are Joaquin 
P. Roces, publisher of the Ma­ 
nila Times; Maximo Soliven. a 
Manila Times columnist and 
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one of Marcos’ major critics; 
Luis Mauricio, editor of the 
English-language weekly maga­ 
zine Graphic; Teodoro Locsin 
Sr., editor of the antigov­ 
ernment English weekly Philip­ 
pines Free Press, and four oth­ 
er newspapermen. 
Nothing has been heard .so 
far from the lawyers of three 
senators, three congressman, 
two governors, four delegates 
to the constitutional convention 
and others among the 49 per­ 
sons the government announced 
had been arrested and detained 
at Fort Aguinaldo in nearby 
Quezon City. 
Among them are Sen. Be­ 
nigno Aquino Jr.. leader of the 
opposition Liberal party and a 
possible candidate in next 
year’s presidential elections. 
All were arrested late Friday 
night and early Saturday morn­ 
ing.The names of those detained 
were not revealed until midday 
Monday. The government in­

that 
more 
arrests 
would take place. 
The arrest of two governors, 
Roque Ablan from Marcos’ 
home province of Hocos Norte, 
and lino Boca Ian of Cavite, 
near Manila, indicated Marcos 
means business. 
Ablan was a close associate 
of Marcos. 
Bocalan has been accused of 
economic sabotage, meaning 
smuggling. Marcos vowed to' 
eliminate 
smuggling, 
which 
costs the government at least 
$200 million a year, when he 
first took office in 1965, but has 
had limited success. 


UN Is Asked to Convene 
Antiterrorist Conference 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
NY. 
(AP) — The United States has 
called on the United Nations to 
convene a global conference by 
early next year to shape a 
treaty clamping down on inter­ 
national terrorism. 
While Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. Rogers wfas submitting 
a U.S-proposed treaty to the 
132-nation General Assembly on 
Monday, President Nixon also 
underlined American urgency 
by establishing a special Cabi­ 
net Committee to Combat Ter­ 
rorism... 
Nixon, in Washington, named 
Rogers to head the Cabinet 
group. It will coordinate Ameri­ 
can antiterrorist efforts domes­ 
tically and abroad. 
Rogers told the U.N. assem­ 


bly that, criminal 
violence 
against innocent persons is 
tearing “the very fabric of in­ 
ternational order.” U.S. Am­ 
bassador W. Tapiey Bennett Jr. 
urged the U.N. Legal Committee 
to begin work on a treaty im­ 
mediately. 
U.S. Diplomats said the main 
effect of the treaty would be to 
bring about extradition of al­ 
leged offenders to the country 
where their crime was com­ 
mitted or stiff prosecution by 
the country which holds them. 
They could also be extradited 
to the country against whom 
the crime was committed. 
The treaty conference plan 
was part of an eight-point reso­ 
lution Rogers asked the world 
body to adopt as “decisive ac­ 


tion to suppress these demented, 
acts of terrorism.” 
Initial reaction to the secre- 
atry’s half-hour presentation, in 
his annual policy speech at. the 
General Assembly opening de­ 
bate. was limited. 
Britain’s foreign secretary, 
Sir Alec Douglas-Home, said 
“the subject has to be dealt 
with” but he deferred further 
comment pending study of the 
U. S. proposals. 
Andrei A. Gromyko of the So­ 
viet Union said he would have 
to study the U.S. offering 
“thoroughly.” 
Israel’s Abba 
Eban likewise declined imme­ 
diate comment.

Talks Rule Out 
State Senate 


No-FauhPian United Ireland 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
Senate Monday night voted to 
establish a no-fault car in­ 
surance system for Pennsylva­ 
nia which the Shapp adminis­ 
tration says will save motorists 
at least 10 per cent of current 
premiums. 
What the Senate did—on a 
voice vote—was to approve the 
legislation as an amendment to 
another bill. A vote on the en­ 
tire bill, already passed by the 
House with exceptions of the 
a m e n d m e n t , is expected 
Tuesday. 
Last week, the amendment 
strategy failed in both houses. 
Sources said the adminis­ 
tration put intense pressure 
over the weekend on senators 
believed wavering on the issue. 
Another no-fault bill, was re­ 
ported out of committee to the 
Senate floor—allowing for that 
bill to be used also as a vehicle 
for the Shapp bill. However, ad­ 
ministration supporters Ignored 
that possibility. 
Insurance Committee chair­ 
man Freeman Hankins, chief 
sponsor of the trial lawyers 
bill, said the committee re­ 
leased it “to give the Senate a 
chance to take a position on 
it.”But Sen. Robert Gerhart. D- 
Berks, who planned to push the 
Shapp bill, considered the move 
a tactical ploy to confuse the 
no-fault controversy. 
“If we amend Hankins’ bill 
with Shapp’s bill it'll just go to 
(Rep. Eugene) Gelfand’s Con­ 
sumer Protection Committee in 
the House, and he won’t let it 
out,” Gerhart said. 
Gerhart said he wrould offer 
the Shapp no-fault measure as 
an amendment to another bill. 
If approved by the Senate, the 
amended measure would ap­ 
pear immediately on the House 
calendar, avoiding Gelfand’s 
committee. 
Senate sources said the ad­ 
ministration had lined up an­ 
other two or three votes over 
the weekend which would swing 
the vote to its side. 
Last Tuesday, the Senate on 
27-23 vote defeated the same 
move. Many senators said they 
supported Shapp’s no-fault bill 
but feared that the method 
used for enactment would upset 
the legislative committee sys­ 
tem.Hankins’ bill was on the Sen­ 
ate floor earlier this month but 
was sent back * to committee 
when no action was taken on it 
in the allotted 10 days.

DARLINGTON, 
England 
(AP) — The 'first peace talks 
on Northern Ireland’s future 
since Britain took over direct 
rule of the troubled province 
last March ruled out Monday a 
United Ireland. 
One delegate called this op­ 
tion — demanded by the Ro­ 
man Catholic minority in the 
North — “a certain recipe for 
civil wfar.” 
William Whitelaw, Britain’s 
chief administrator in the prov­ 
ince, said after the five-hour 
opening session here that there 
was general agreement “that 
Northern Ireland is part of the 
United Kingdom so long as the 
majority so desires.” The Prot­ 
estant majority is certain to 
vote this way in any referen­ 
dum. 
Catholic leaders want to unite 
the province with Ireland, to 
the south, which is 95 per cent 
Catholic. But they are boycott­ 
ing the talks here because 241 
Catholics are still interned in 
the North as suspected terror­ 
ists.Despite their absence, White­ 
law called the talks here “con­ 
structive,” and said he was 
“encouraged.” Protestant lead­ 
ers said progress had been 
made. 
The conference also rejected 
two other key options for 
Northern Ireland — independ­ 
ence, or complete integration in 


Britain on the Scottish model 
Delegates concentrated on a 
formula for keeping Northern 
Ireland in Britain, but with a 
regional assembly empowered 
to exercise home rule on local 
issues. Scotland has no such as­ 
sembly. 
A Protestant-dominated local 
parliament exercised home rule 
powers in Northern Ireland be­ 
fore the British takeover. Talk 
here focused on how to make 
this assembly 
more broadly 
based under a system of pro­ 
portional representation. These 
discussions, and questions of 
improving security in the prov­ 
ince, continue Tuesday. 
Whitelaw met with leaders of 
only three of the seven political 
parties invited, in an isolated 
Hotel under a tight security web 
of more than 100 police with 
guard dogs. Represented were 
the Protestant-based Unionist 
party which ruled Northern Ire­ 
land for 50 years, and two mi­ 
nor opposition groupings — the 
Labor and Alliance parties. 
The major opposition political 
force — the Catholic-based So­ 
cial and Democratic Labor par­ 
ty — stayed away. But its call 
for joint administration of the 
province by Britain and Ireland 
was considered and rejected. 
The Labor party spokesman 
called this formula “unrealis- 
and a certain recipe for civil 
war.” 


Polls Say McGovern Trails 


By Biggest Deficit in History 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nev­ 
er before in the more than 35 
years of scientific public-opin- 
ion polling has a major party 
presidential candidate trailed 
as badly as George McGovern. 
As he himself has said of his 
standing: “It couldn’t get any 
worse.” 
McGovern hinted over the 
weekend that his private polls 
indicate a rise of about 5 per 
cent in his standing above La­ 
bor Day, when he trailed Presi­ 
dent Nixon by about 34 points. 
“When we do start to move. I 
think it’ll be a steady climb,” 
he told newsmen. 
Experience tends to bear out 
McGovern’s remark, although 
no one has come out a winner 
after such a poor start. As 
pollster George Gallup told a 
House’ subcommittee last week, 
McGovern “can take encour­ 
agement from the fact, as 36 


years of polling history have 
shown, the wide lead of a front 
runner early in a campaign 
typically evaporates.” 
For exam,pie. Gallup says 
Hubert Humphrey gained 10 
points from earíy September 
1968 and lost by only one per­ 
centage point in the popular 
vote in November. 
In 
1964 Barry Goldwater 
gained 8 percentage points dur­ 
ing the same period, in 1960 
Nixon gained 1, in 1956 Adlai 
Stevenson lost 2, in 1952 Steven­ 
son gained 3, in 1948 Harry S. 
Truman gained 9. in *1944 
Thomas E, Dewey lost 2 points, 
and in 1940 Wendell Wilkie 
showed no change. 
Gallup has noted that the 
trailing candidate gains ground 
particularly when he is the can­ 
didate of the majority party in 
the country, as is Democrat 
McGovern. 


Coalition Seeks Suspension of Limerick Plant Hearings 


The Environmental 'Coalition 
on Nuclear Power asked the 
Atomic Energy Commission this 
week to suspend all hearings 
on Limerick Nuclear Power 
Station in light of new un­ 
certainty as to how and when 
the plant will get cooling water. 
The coalition also charged 
Philadelphia Electric Co. with 
“financial irresponsibility” in 
expending millions of dollars of 
consumers’ 
money 
on 
the 
Limerick project without a 
guaranteed 
supply 
of 
the 
necessary water. 
The recent decision of the 
governors of New Jersey and 
Delaware to delay action on the 
proposed locks Island Dam on 


the upper Delaware may leave 
the question of Limerick's water 
allotment hanging for another 
year or two, said Lawrence 
Sager, coalition attorney, in his 
petition to the AEC. 
The Delaware River Basin 
Commission will not act on 
PE’s application for a water 
allotment /rom the Delaware 
until the decision to build the 
Tocks Island reservoir is final. 
Meanwhile the governors are 
d e m a n d i n g guarantees of 
safeguards for the vast Tocks 
Island project before they give 
the go-ahead. 
The Limerick plant is ex­ 
pected to use an average of 35 
million gallons of water a day 


to cool its huge reactors. The 
water will come both from the 
Schuylkill and the Delaware 
according to current plans. 
The Delaware River Basin 
Commission controls water use 
in both waterways, and PE 
must get a permit to use river 
water for cooling. 
The environmentalists have 
argued that the water levels of 
the Delaware already are too 
low to keep salty ocean water 
from creeping up Delaware 
Bay.“Any further evaluation at the 
AEC hearings of the Limerick 
water supply plan is extremely 
premature since it is not known 
whether any water at all will 


be available,” said an ECNP 
spokesman. 
The coalition also accused the 
AEC regulatory staff of failing 
to study whether the current 
water supply plan will assure 
enough water to operate the 
plant safely. 
The hearings on the Limerick 
plants construction license are 
scheduled to resume at the 
Holiday Inn Monday, Oct. 16. 
Presumably a ruling on the 
group’s petition to suspend the 
hearings will be handed down 
then. 
The coalition also last week 
filed a formal complaint with 
the Federal Communications 
Commission against television 


station WHYY. 
The coalition charged the 
station with refusing to allow 
its representatives to appear on 
a program. “Power to the 
People,” which was broadcast 
Sept. 21 and was called an in­ 
vestigation of power company 
problems. 
Two representatives from the 
utility industry, the chairman of 
the Public Utility Commission, 
a member of the AEC and a 
government 
environmentalist 
were scheduled to appear. 
The

“Is there any one of you 
here,” he .asked, the world dele­ 
gates, “who has not had occa­ 
sion — as you have journeyed 
by plane from around the globe 
— to be concerned about your 
own personal safety?

Dong Says Hanoi 
Wants to Release 
All U.S. Pilots

HANOI (AP) — Premier 
Pham Van Dong of North Viet­ 
nam has reiterated that the 
North Vietnamese want to re­ 
lease all captured American pi­ 
lots and will do so when there 
is agreement on settling the 
war. 
Dong said in an informal 90- 
minute discussion Sunday, at­ 
tended by this reporter and the 
four antiwar activists who 
came to Hanoi to escort home 
three released fliers, that Pres­ 
ident Nixon was aware of the 
need for a settlement before 
the remaining pilots could be 
freed. He asserted that there 
was no misunderstanding on 
this point. 
The premier said the frame­ 
work for settlement of the war 
has long been available in the 
seven-point, proposal pul for­ 
ward by the provisional revolu­ 
tionary government, the Viet 
Cong. This calls for the total 
withdrawal of American forces 
and the formation of a coalition 
government. 
Dong said the clarification 
statement on the three-party 
coalition government made bv 
Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh. the Viet 
Cong peace delegation head. In 
Paris on Sept. 11 should be 
stressed. 
Under this formula, President 
Nguyen Van Thieu of South 
Vietnam would be excluded- 
but the Saigon government 
would name one-third, the Viet 
Cong another third., and the fi­ 
nal third would include Catho­ 
lics. Buddhists, exiled South 
Vietnamese in Paris and oth­ 
ers.

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The Mayor's Post 


If it wasn't for the honor of the thing, 
I'd forego it. 
Words to that effect were used in the 
1860s by President Abraham Lincoln when 
he likened the office of president to a 
man, already tarred and feathered, being 
ridden out of town on a rail. 
He had a good many other comments 
for posterity concerning the attacks on 
him — one of the most criticized presi­ 
dents our nation ever had — but the one 
about “the honor of the thing" has a local 
application. 
The existing vacancy in the office of 
Pottstown mayor is attracting a great 
many would-be candidates for the easy 
way into office because of what they be­ 
lieve is a built-in prestige they would like 
to enjoy. 
Yet little thought is given to the du­ 
ties of the job, the anguish and hardship 
one must put up with ** . . . for the honor 
of the thing." 
Former Mayor Brower B Yergcr, who 
resigned this month in a valiant but futile 
effort to clear the way for a firm he'd 
done business with to secure a contract 
which would save the borough thousands 
of dollars annually for police car pur­ 
chase and maintenance, can tell you about 
the problems and hard work inherent in 
the job. 
He can tell you about the telephone 
calls at all hours, about the complaints 
over store prices, exchange policies in 
shops, the endless solicitations for tickets 
to various functions — of which he’s ex­ 
pected to purchase at least two — and 
of the irate citizens who want things done 
in the realm of borough government out­ 
side hi* scope of authority. 
The mayor runs the police department. 
Borough council runs everything else in 
the borough, yet too m any people think 
the authority of a borough mayor is the 
sam e as that of a city mayor. 
It isn’t. 
Yet he gets all of the complaints, and 
the late hour telephone calls, in addition 
to the endless griping from people who 
received 50-cent parking tickets. 
For $2,WO a year in salary is it really 
worth it? 
Many of the would-be candidates would 
fire back, the answ er — a resounding 
affirmative. 
Yet those who think only of " . . . the 
honor of the thing," unfortunately, are 
precisely the ones who shouldn’t be con­ 
sidered for the post. 
Those who have com e forward with 
hints that they are available for appoint­ 
ment to the post of m ayor at council’s 
October meeting: are not the best the bor­ 
ough has to offer. 
There's 
an 
abundance 
of qualified 
people in Pottstown, but they aren’t act­ 
ively seeking the post. 
As a result the most common activity 
along the borough streets and in club- 
rooms these days by politicians is asking 
their companion of the moment, “How 
would you like to be m ayor?" 
And, when hesitation becomes appar­ 
ent. they quickly add, “Think of the honor 
of the thing." 


This pasttime is dangerous. 
One doesn’t select a mayor — the bor­ 
ough’s highest office despite its lack of 
authority—by asking friends and aquaint- 
ances. The job is too important for that. 
It requires an individual extremely 
well qualified; one well versed in all the 
important areas like friend, counselor, 
father confessor, chief law enforcer, pub­ 
lic relations man and speechmaker. 
And one doesn’t find people possessed 
of these attributes walking along the 
street every day. 
In a way the 'vacancy in the office of 
mayor is a benefit to the borough. 
Voters don’t always make the right 
selection. 
Certainly they did when they chose 
Yerger. He was outstanding in the post. 
But the odds against repeating a good 
voter selection are heavy indeed. 
This tim e, the chance of the ballot 
box won’t be the selecting process. 
The vacancy in the office of mayor 
will be filled by four men. It won’t be 
the entire six-man council (there is a 
vacancy in the seventh seat). 
There are four Republicans and two 
Democrats currently on borough council, 
and in matters like this it's highly un­ 
likely any Republican will vote contrary 
to what the other three decide. 
Those four men. Council President Wil­ 
bert F. O1'Dell Jr., veteran J. Wayne 
Knause, Philip Lang and Edmund Skar- 
bek are in the position of not only select­ 
ing the man who will be mayor for the 
next 15 months, but of also giving the 
major boost of incumbency for the 1973 
election to whomever they choose. 
The Mercury urges them to move cau­ 
tiously. 
The problem of selection will be made 
more difficult by the desire to name a 
mayor who is acceptable to all factions 
of your fragmented party. 
However, qualification should be the 
only deciding factor. 
It takes a giant of a man (or a woman 
if it is to be) to bear all of the barbs, 
all of the complaints, all of the hard 
work and all of the pressure imposed upon 
the borough’s chief executive. 
The mayor IS the borough. 
He IS Pottstown to visiting dignitaries, 
to the politicians and lawmakers in Nor­ 
ristown, Harrisburg and Washington, to 
the school children and to the toastm as­ 
ters of the hundreds of dinners given each 
year throughout the area. 
In filling the vacancy the four Republi­ 
can council members will be, in effect, 
acting as judges on what is best for all 
of the borough. 
i 
They already do that each time they 
vote for or against legislation, so it is 
nothing new. 
Yet they cannot approach the selection 
by asking friends, relatives, party faith­ 
ful or active seekers simply because they 
are friends, relatives, party faithful or 
active seekers of the job. 
If the four Republican council m em ­ 
bers, in their wisdom, make qualification 
the only criteria Pottstown will gain. 
Let it be that way.

fishing 
through the ice on a farm 
pond down your way. 
“And they brought home 300 
nice bluegiils. 
“ But I bet you can’t guess 
what they used for bait.” 
When 
I shook my head, 
Helen continued: 
“They had a lot of hickory 
nuts from which the fat. juicy 
worms had just emerged. 
“ So they salvaged all those 
hickory nut worms. 
“ And 
said 
the 
bluegiils 
would bite ravenously, even 


before 
their 
bobbers 
had 
straightened up. 
“But when they brought the 
fish home, one of the men 
asked my uncle if he wished 
to scale the 200 bluegiils. 
“He protested that it would 
take him all night to do so. 
“Then his pal volunteered, 
saying he could scale all of 
them in a few minutes. 
“And, believe it or not, he 
had them scaled within 
10 
minutes. 
“For he dumped all 300 of 
them 
in 
an 
old 
electric 
washing machine with one of 
the oscillating agitators that 
would swish the fish back and 
forth.

hear of such a method for 
scaling fish?” 
No; this was a new idea 
to me. 
And caught the attention of

laborious use of knife or metal 
scalers. 
M a y b e 
this 
washing 
machine 
strategy 
wouldn’t 
work well if you had only a 
few fish. 


SELF SCALING 
But 
with 
300 
bluegiils 
Jostling 
each 
other, 
they 
probably 
would 
rub 
each 
other’s scales the wrong way 
and thus do their own scaling. 
The idea of using hickory 
nut worms for bait was not 
new to me. 
But such 
worms are not 
available during the summer 
and 
I seldom 
do 
any ice 
fishing in the winter. 
“Dr. 
Crane,’’ 
you 
non­ 
fishermen may ask, “wouldn’t 
such worms be too tiny to put 
on a hook?" 
No; not on a bluegill hook, 
for bluegiils have very small 
mouths. 
You can 
barely 
insert 
a 
dime 
even 
in 
a 
18-inch 
bluegiH’s mouth. 
And the fat, milky worms 
can be strung on your hook 
much like beads on a wire. 
For when worms are too 
small to be threaded length­ 
wise of your hook, just string 
three 
or 
four 
of 
them 
crosswise. 
Wh e n 
using 
ordinary 
angleworms, it also is a good 
idea to let the ends of the 
worm dangle off the hook, so 
they can wave around and 
thus serve as a moving ad­ 
vertisement. 
Mrs. 
Crane 
is 
such 
a 
dedicated 
fisherwoman, 
she 
will get up at 5 a.m. and walk 
to our farm lake to fish all 
by herself. 
But 
we 
are not “fancy" 
fishermen, for we generally 
employ 
bamboo 
poles; 
not 
casting rods or flyrods.

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Cancer Research 
To Be Discussed 
NEW YORK CAP) - Scien­ 
tists from 10 nations will meet 
next month to discuss one of 
the ¡possible ways of treating 
cancer — the ose of a sub­ 
stance called BCG to “make 
up” the body’s natural defense 
mechanisms. 
BCG research is part of the 
burgeoning science of immu­ 
nology, the study of the way 
the body fights off foreign in­ 
vaders. It is one of the main 
avenues of cancer research,; 
along with such approaches' asj 
the 
search 
for 
viruses 
as; 
causes and the possibility of de-j 
veloping a vaccine. 
The scientists involved in all 
this research agree that any 
answers are a long way off and! 
caution against raising hopes; 
prematurely. 
The BCG meeting, to be1 held 
Oct. 5-6 at the National Cancer! 
Institute in Bethesda, Md., will" 
be1 the first devoted solely to I 
that subject. About 80 scientists 
will attend. 
Attention 
was 
focused 
on 
BCG on Saturday with a report 
from the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission’s Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory of BCG’s successful 
use in eradicating tumors in 
laboratory 'animals. 
DRAMATIC REPORT 
'Hie most dramatic report so 
far came last May from Dr. 
Edmund Klein of Roswell Park 
Memorial Institute in Buffalo, 
N.Y., who said he had success­ 
fully 
treated 
with 
immuno­ 
therapy five advanced cases, of 
breast cancer In humans. The 
five cases, he said, were all in 
varying degrees of remission or 
state of arrest. 
But he, too, cautioned against; 
raising false hopes: “The data 
presented 
here,” 
he 
said,] 
“should be viewed as explor­ 
atory and are primarily in­ 
dicative of feasibility and of av­ 
enues justifying further pursuit, 
rather 
than

Klein and other scientists will 
report, on clinical trials with 
BCG at the Bethesda meeting. 
Among the others will be Dr. 
Georges Mathe of France and 
Dr. Ian, T. Magrath of Uganda. 
BCG — Bacillus Calmette- 
Guerin — is a strain of tube.rcu.~j 
losis 'bacteria used for many 
years in anti-TB vaccines. Most 
'people have developed an im­ 
munity to TB, so the idea is 
that in administering the BCG 
the 'body’s memory of its reac­ 
tion to the TB 
bacteria 
is 
reawakened. 
When this happens, the natu­ 
ral 
defense 
mechanisms are 
brought forth in strength and 
attack the foreign cancer cells, 
just as the body naturally tends 
to reject an implanted heart.

Shapp Could Be Badly Crippled Duck

H A R R I S B U R G - What 
happens at the polls Nov. 7 
unquestionably will have much 
to do in determining the degree 
or extent of Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp’s lame duck posture the 
remaining 
two years of his 
tenure. 
By the end of this year he 
will have completed half of his 
four-year 
gubernatorial 
sen­ 
tence and will have no 'dwice 
other than to slip into the orbit 
of 
an 
on-the-way-out 
chief 
executive, regardless of whether 
or not he decides to try for 
another term. 
Governors in the past have 
fought this inevitable decline 
but to little or no avail. There 
is no reason to believe Shapp 
will meet 
with any 
greater 
degree of success 
than 
his 
predecessors. 
In fact, depending on the 


outcome of the election froth 
this Nov. 7, he may find himself 
in 
even 
greater 
lame duck 
stance. 
This 
will 
be 
determined 
almost exclusively by the make­ 
up of the new legislature due 
to be voted into office next 
month. 
In these first two years of 
his sojourn, both houses of the 
legislature 
have 
been 
in 
(theoretically) “ allied" hands — 
that is, both House and Senate 
h a v e 
been 
under 
pro- 
administration 
Democratic 
control. 
Under the circumstances, it 
would perhaps be assumed that 
his 
excellency 
therefore 
has 
enjoyed 
a 
happy 
two-year 
h o n e y m o o n 
— 
with ’ the 
legislative branch going along 
■comfortably with 
his 
every 
wish. 
Curiously perhaps, this has 


not been the case. Shapp has 
been 
faced 
continually 
with 
insurrections 
within 
his own 
legislative blocs with the result 
that many an administration 
legislative pet has gone down 
the drain. 
Historically this has been the 
pattern during the latter twro 
years of a gubernatorial reign, 
but not so much so within the 
first two-year stint. 
* 
In fact, one of the top priority 
pet projects of the Shapp ad­ 
ministration — Shapp’s personal 
state income tax — would have 
gone down the proverbial drain 
had 
it 
not 
been 
for 
anti- 
administration R e p u b l i c a n 
support in the State Senate. His 
own bloc within that chamber 
failed 
to provide the needed 
votes! 
This is not the usual pattern 
f o r 
a 
new-in-office 
chief 
executive who during; his first 


and second years usually is 
“humored” 
insofar 
as 
his 
wishes are concerned. By the 
time the last two years roll 
around, the “humor” vanishes 
almost completely insofar as 
the legislative branch is con­ 
cerned. 
If these first twro years of the 
Shapp administration are to be 
taken 
as 
any 
indication 
of 
things to come during the latter 
two years, his excellency may 
be in for an even rougher time. 
This, of course, is assuming 
his 
party is able 
to retain 
control of both houses of the 
legislature. 
On the other hand, should 
anti-administration Republicans 
gain 
control 
of 
just 
one 
chamber, it isn't too difficult 
to imagine what the remaining 
two years of Shapp’s tenure 
(and as a lame duck governor 
to boot) may be like!

Stories of Atrocities Raise American Fears of Possible Bloodbath in Vietnam 


SAIGON CAP) — As refugees 
tell It, 40 civilians in Quang 
Ngai Province were locked in a 
building and blown up with 
dynamite because they were 
considered “unsuitable for in­ 
doctrination.” 
In other cases, wives and 
children have watched their 
menfolk shot in batches of a 
d o z e n 
following 
“people’s* 
trials” in Binh Dinh and Kon- 
tum provinces. Their crime: 
lack of enthusiasm' for Hanoi’s 
brand of liberation. 
These and other atrocity sto­ 
ries trickling out of enemy-oc­ 
cupied areas have reinforced 
American apprehensions of a 
bloodbath if the Communists 
take over South Vietnam. U.S. 
officials are particularly con­ 
cerned about what they call 
“spite killing.” 
“ Any time you pursue the 
hard revolutionary line you're 
going to have a bloodbath,” ; 
said one American who in-1 
vestigates 
atrocities. 
“You 
have to knock off the old order 
to make way for the new. In 
this respect the Viet Cong are 
as nasty as ever. 
“Spite enters into it when you 
get a guerrilla who's lived in 
the jungle for five years and ¡ 
suddenly finds himself occupy-1 
ing a town where everyone 
owns 
radios 
and 
Hondas. 
There'll be a lot more guilty 
verdicts in the people’s trials. 
“The North Vietnamese are 
supposed to be better dis­ 
ciplined, 
more 
well-behaved. I 
but they’re becoming downright 
spiteful too. They come south 
expecting to be greeted as lib­ 
erators and find everyone run­ 
ning away. They get mad and 
shoot up some rice farmers. 
Sheer spite.” 


BLA M ES TROO PS 
The official noted that in Tet 
1968. the Communist command 
b l a m e d American combat 
troops for quelling an expected 
popular uprising. This year the 
North Vietnamese couldn’t use 
this excuse and they “lost their 
cool.” 
Commanders' of Hanoi’s in­ 
vasion force that crossed the 
demilitarized zone March 30 
watched three-quarters of the 
people of Quang Tri Province 
flee before they realized there 
might be no one left to liberate. 
So they cut Highway 1 south of 
the 
province 
capital 
and 
slaughtered hundreds of civil­ 
ians intermingled with fleeing 
military convoys. 
A North Vietnamese prisoner 
who participated in the April 
ambushes said he had been told 
by his officers that “anyone 
going south was my enemy.” 
Since then it has become a 
standard North Vietnamese tac­ 
tic to encircle a population cen­ 
ter and seal off all avenues of 
civilian excape before attempt­ 
ing its capture. 
Before the offensive, only six 
hamlets in Binh Dinh Province 
with a population of 6.000 were 
listed under Communist con-j 
trol. Now 400.000 South Viet­ 
namese civilians are living in 
enemy-held 
areas 
stretching 
from Quang Tri Province ir. the 
north to the Mekong Delta’s U 
Minh Forest.

ABILITY VARIES 
The abilities of the clients 
vary tremendously, and so do 
their problems. Some can read 
and write. Others can’t even 
distinguish, colors well enough 
to sort out the yellow, green, 
red. and pink sponges. 
Some 
have 
normal 
in­ 
telligence 
but 
are 
blind 
or 
crippled 
Some still are teen­ 
agers, others are middle-aged. 
But to the outsider they seem 
conscious of a kinship with one 
another — the kinship of the 
stigmatized and rejected. 
“Socialization” is a big part 
of the program, at the training 
center. Those who can speak 
and reason take part in group 
therapy 
sessions 
with 
the 
center’s part-time psychologist 
and. 
discuss 
their 
'personal 
problems and ways of dealing 
with other people. 
It’s all very new to the ones 
who’ve been shut up at home 
or in. institutions all their lives. 
When the bowling alley was 
renovated 
(by 
the 
clients 
themselves) the old snack bar 
was retained .and made the 
focus 
of 
a 
brightly-painted 
lunchroom. 


MAKING DECISIONS 
In the lunch .room the more 
capable cliente can be taught 
to work as short-order cooks 
and restaurant attendants. But 
the menu complete with prices 
also helps teach cliente who 
have never used money to be 
consoious of spending, counting 
and making decisions. 
Learning to make decisions 
and value judgments and to 
abide by rules is important to 
the socialization training and 
many of the clients have no 
experience in, these everyday 
matters. 
That point was brought home 
to the staff soon after the center 
opened.It was chaos at first and 
the staff decided to past a list 
of rules for the clients, Beem 
recalls. 
The rules forbade running, 
s w e a r i n g , 
eating 
in the 
workroom, and so on... 
But the rules proved next to 
useless because when someone 
broke them, no one could think 
of anything to do about it. 
Finally the staff decided to 
take another tack. A new list 
was 
made, 
this 
time 
of 
“alternatives.” 
The 
new 
list 
offered 
the 
cliente, some choices. For in­ 
stance, if they took food to the 
work room, then they couldn’t 
go to the recreation room at 
break time. 
It was a choice none of the 
clients had any trouble making 
and it kept potato chips out of 
the sponges, Beem says. 


ATTENDANCE GROWS 
The center has been building 
up the number of its clients 
since it opened with nine to its 
current, complement of 45. It Is 
equipped to take '90 adults over 
the age of 16. 
Clients are enrolled by their 
families or institutions. Those 
capable are trained to go out 
on their own into the com­ 
munity and take jobs. The rest 
may spend the rest of their 
lives in. the center’s “'.sheltered 
workshop.** 
The severely 
retarded 
are 
given patient training in such 
skills as distinguishing shapes 
and colors and gradually In­ 
troduced to various Jobs in the 
work room. 
Beem. a midwesterner with 
training in the field of retar­ 
dation and, experience in fields 
as remote as banking, hopes to 
develop 
a 
working 
program 
soon. 
Beem 
demands 
high stan­ 
dards of work from his. charges, 
convinced that they won’t be 
able to compete in the world 
of work if too many allowances 
are made for their handicaps... 
‘‘We emphasize quality rather 
than quantity in what they-do,” 
he explained. 


INSPECT WORK 
The clients inspect their own 
work and are taught to reject 
any item that isn’t as good as 
it could be. 
Staff members patiently teach 
the basic neatness, and self- 
discipline necessary for good 
work. 
The center could do more if 
it. had. the physical therapists, 
speech and hearing therapists 
and other specialists it needs. 
It also needs better ways to 
get its clients from rural areas 
back and forth. Many of these 
are poor and need, in turn, 
clothes and other necessities. 
But none of these needs seem 
more important than what the 
center is giving them, now — 
friends, attention and something 
useful to do. 
.

CONTRIBUTING 
For the past year, ever since 
the center opened in the former 


Arrow bowling alley, they’ve, 
been learning for the first time 
to be contributing citizens. 
At the training center, many 
of them find their days filled 
with regular activities for the 
first time in their lives. What 
this means to them isn’t hard 
to see — the center has to open 
its doors an hour early in toe 
morning 
because 
the 
first 
“clients” are already waiting to 
get in. After hours they like 
to stay around as long as they 
can. 
Sickness and lateness are just 
about unheard of in the group. 
And they are learning to do 
things it was thought impossible 
to teach, them not so long ago.

Most of the friends of David 
Hurlock, Favinger Road, South 
Coventry, knew he was building 
up a lucrative business in Potts­ 
town by buying and fixing old 
apartment houses. 
But people in. Pottstown real 
estate 
circles 
were 
shocked 
recently when the 29-year-old 
former electrician bought the 
Pottsgrove Arms Apartments, 
Vine Street, Stowe, for $500,000. 
“I just planned and worked 
hard and saved my money,” 
Hurlock commented humbly. 
“ He’s got a lot of confidence 
In himself,” added his wife, 
Deborah; “ he’s invested wisely, 
and 
he’s received 
a 
lot of 
cooperation from the banks.” 


HUMBLE START 
Hurlock didn’t exactly rise 
from rags to riches, but when 
he 
was 
graduated 
from 
Cheltenham High School in 1962, 
he didn’t have much more than 
a job as an apprentice elec­ 
trician and a lot of ambition. 
“For the next five years,” he 
recalled, 
“ I

Ex-Insight Director Hits 
Judges Attitudes on Drugs 


Rural judges are mere likely 
to jail drug addicts than are 
judges in urban areas, an ex­ 
pert on narcotics abuse said 
Monday. 
The remark came from Dr. 
Richard E. Horman. formerly 
director of Insight, Pottstown’*9 
drug abuse prevention progarm, 
and now executive director of 
the Governor’s Council on Drug 
Abuse in Harrisburg. 


NECESSITY 
Horman said a “major educa­ 
tional undertaking” is necessary 
to change judges’ attitudes to­ 
ward drug addiction. 
Courts 
in 
Pennsylvania’s 
urban 
areas, 
Horman 
said, 
have seen so many problems of 
addiction firsthand that “ their 
attitudes are mellowing. 
“ But in the more rural, less 


populated areas,” he continued, 
“there are a great number of 
judges who attitudes is very 
slow to change. We hope that 
the judges in rural areas will 
not have to go through the 
same epidemic before they re­ 
alize that the key thing is to get. 
the drug used rehabilitated.” 
Judges, particularly in rural 
areas, Horman said, do not un­ 
derstand the treatment alterna­ 
tives they have to jailing the 
addict. 
He noted that Pennsylvania’s 
drug laws were revamped by 
the legislature this year to al­ 
low courts, to provide treatment, 
for addicts. 
Thus, a judge could choose 
time in medical rehabilitation 
for the addict instead of impos­ 
ing an ordinary jail sentence. 
The Governor’s Council, in­ 


cluding seven persons charged 
with 
developing 
a 
“master 
plan” for drug abuse problems, 
was created in a companion 
bil.
